1. The maximum total 
amount of advances will be 
changed from $100,000 to an 
amount equal to the accrued 
value of the sales tax collect- 
ed from the unincorporated 
areas of the county which 
have been deposited In .the 
general fund since the effec- 
tive date .of the statute.. .., 
, it ,2. Extend.. the tlitce ypar 
limitation on repayment of 
advances and provide that 
the repayment period shall 
be computed from tho date 
on which the advance is 
made. 

3. Provide that adminis- 
trative costs sufficient to pay 
the .salary of the Superin- 
tendent, clerical staff and 
normal office overhead he 
appropriated .from the Cotiu? 
ty General Fund. 

The Civic League says that 
the proposed amendments 
could double the spending 
budget of the Public Works 
Depl. and deprive the Fi- 
nance Committee of any jur- 
isdiction over policies of the 
department. 

'Die Civic League points 
out that, when the Depl. of 
Public Works was formed. 
Chairman Dickson (of I ho 
County Board) promised that 
the department would oper- 
ate entirely on Us own earned 
revenue 

The League suggests that 
the proposed amendments be 
voted down by the County 
Board, and that the authority 
of the Board's Finance Com- 
mittee over the Public Works 
Department be re-estab- 
lished. '

But if the people AvhddecryUhegi'owing lack 
of patriotism expect the study of American His- 
' tory to nurture a loyal and respectful acquies- 
cence to authority, a blind reverence for the sym- 
bol of Our Country, they'd better go back and 
study American History themselves. 

What did the first Americans do when their 
government took actions they disagreed nyith? 
They left the laud of their birth and built ajiome 
where their- own. laws prevailed. 

Later on, these blazing patriots dumped a 
load^fTe¥ln~Bo^tohnF^ 
like a tax. And they refused to pay the-taxes. And 
(hey fought and died in defense of their beliefs. 

And when the two segments of the country 
disagreed on the moral issue of slavery-, did one 
side bow to tlie other? .They did not. They fpught 
and died. But they never humbly or cynically or 
greedily acquiesced to authority that /-they felt 
was wrong. 

' No, we arqn't suggesting that a bunch of 
teen-age kids rioting because they can't think of 
anything else to do are comparable to the early 
patriots. They're just bored brats who are looking 
for excitement because they're too lazy to work 
at anything long enough to feel the thrill of a 
hard job well done. 

We are suggesting that a lot of t 
elders" are just as un-American as they tnTftVthe 
kids are. Because they don't even bother to vote 
against the men they know are stealing from, 
them. Because they cynically proclaim that every* 
one who is running for office will cheat them if 
given a chance. Because they vote for men who 
they know are dishonest because, they say, "at 
least, we got this or that benefit" or^'He could 
have done a worse job."' Because they sit back 
and wait for unions and school boards and offi- 
cials at every level of government to do their 
thinking for them. But, Worst of all, because they 
label as "crackpot" anyone who protests a de- 
cision, or a "trend", or a self-styled "expert". 
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Illinois, for the first time, 
lias climbed on the band- 
wagon for one of the nation's 
fastest-growing businesses — 
tourism. 

The only organized efforts 
In recent years to bring vis- 
itors to this state Itave been 
scattered local and area 
groups, striving separately 
and with limited funds tto 
sell outsiders on our recre- 
ational and historical attrac- 
tions. This contrasted with 
the efficient tourist promo- 
tion of neighboring states— 
usually with less to offer than 
Illinois. *•< 

The last General Assembly, 
upon my recommendation, 
appropriated half a million 
dollars to aid the cause of 
tourism.

It was with a great deal of 
interest that I read your re- 
cent editorial concerning the 
collection of personal prop- 
erty taxes. While It is not 
my policy to write answers 
to editorials or letters, even 
those threatening me with 
loss of votes, I felt that your 
editorial deserved an answer. 

Tlie provisions for the as- 
sessment and collection ' of 
the personal property tax 
are contained in Chapter 120 
of the Illinois revised Stat- 
utes, 1961. Section 671 of 
tids Chapter states, "Every 
town collector, and every 
collector, in cases 
where there is no town col- 
lector,, upon receiving the 
tax book or tax books, shall 
proceed to collect the taxes 
mentioned therein," 

Chapter 14 of the Illinois 
Revised Statutes, 1961, sets 
forth the duties of the State's 
Attorney. Section 5 of Chap- 
ter 14 states, among other 
things, "the duty of each 
State's Attorney shall be to 
commence and prosecute ell 
actions., end .. proceedings 
brought. by any county offi- 
cer In his efficfel capacity." 

As you stated, the Sheriff 
cannot refuse to serve pa- 
pers delivered to him. Sec- 
tion 15 of Chapter 125 of the 
Illinois Revised Statutes 
states, "Sheriffs shall serve 
and execute, within their 
respective counties, and re- 
turn all writs,, warrants, pro- 
'cess, orders and decrees of 
every description that may be 
legally directed and delivered 
to them. ..." 

Each of the above men- 
tioned County Officials is 
subject to . penalty for re- 
fusing to perform his respec- 
tive duties. 

The personal property, tax 
is actually composed of many 
taxes, In your township, the 
rate aranges from 2.647 to 
3.993. The basic rate is .595 
which includes County, For- 
est Preserve, Town, Road 
and bridge, Gravel, and An- 
tioch Township Library. Of 
this, the County's rate is .257. 
Added to the basic rate are 
rates for each of the High 
School Districts and" the Ele- 
mentary School Districts, the 
Fox Lake Fire Protection 
District, the Antioch Fire 
Protection District, and the 
Village of Antioch. As you 
can see, the County's share 
of these taxes runs only from 
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to 6V*j%. Instead of 



blaming the County Board of 
Supervisors for "spending 
money like a drunken sailor", 
it might be prudent to pause 
and reflect next time a bond 
referendum comes your way. 
Also talk to your school trus- 
tees. Seventy-six to 85% of 
every personal property tax 
dollar goes to the schools and 
they are the ones who com- 
plain the most when the de- 
linquent taxes aren't paid.

From exhaustive research, 
Mrs. McMillen learned the 
type of gloves worn, etc. Each 
detail is as authentic as re- 
search could make it. 

Having completed the Mary 
Lincoln doll, Mrs. McMillen 
is pursuing a project in which 
she has become immersed 
due to her work on former 
projects. Slic is now dressing 
dolls to represent famous 
Women of History. Her stu- 
dies have even unearthed a 
female Irish pirate of early 
days.

DILL PICKLES IN A CROCK 

12 pounds fresh young cu- 
cumbers 
'I gallons water 
2 cups cooking salt 
2 cups cider vinegar 
Grape or cherry leaves 
Dill 

Wash and scald a 4 or 5 
gallon crock; cover bottom 
with a layer of washed grape 
leaves and dill. (Grape and 
cherry leaves increase flavor 
and color, but are not essen- 
tial.) .Wash cucumbers well 
and pack half of them ittto 
crock. Add another layer of 
dill and leaves. Add rest of 
cucumbers and top with final 
layer of leaves and dill. 

Boil water, salt and vine- 
gar for 5 minutes; cool. Pour 
over cucumbers. Place a 
plate with a ""weight, over 
cucumbers to keep them un- 
der brine during fermenta- 
tion. Cover crock with a 
clean cloth and let stand in 
a warmish place, 80 to 86 
degrees.

Harold is helping the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of 
Dentistry in Chicago to de- 
velop and biilld electronic 
devises as teaching and treat-

He is spending the, summer' 
in Chicago working on five 
separate projects under the 
direction of Dr. Maury Mass- 
ler, professor of pedodonttcs, 

Here arc Harold's summer 
projects: m ■ 

L— To electronically wire 
human teeth so dental stu- 
dents working on them will 
hear a bell when they -reach 
sensitive pulp area. Ih elec- 
trically wiring a human tooth, 
Harold is removing.; ropls 
from extracted teeth, hollow- 
ing nut the pulp chambers 
and filling the chambers \vith 
cotton, fie then inserts a 
saline solution into t bedcham- 
ber and 'seals a copper wire 
and the point of a hypoder- 
mic itcedlc jnto the chamber 
With' wax; The. needle is used 
to, inject fresh saline solu- 
tion, Harold explained. 
"When the student works on 
these teeth and reaches the 
pulp chamber, he causes an 
electronic reaction much like 
iho 'oucjr in a patient," Har- 
old added.' '-. 

2. To create a compact 
time-lapse camera for observ- 
ing students in classroom ses- 
sions and patients under ex- 
tended treatments. 

3. To create a 'highly- 
compact needle-like device 
which can be used to measure 
acid content in a cavity so 
dentists can determine if the 
tootth is worth filling or 
should be extracted. 

4. To produce an elec- 
tronic device for measuring 
perspiration in dental pa- 
tients during treatment, so 
the dentist can be aware of 
the tension level of the pa- 
tient, and deal with it prop- 
erly. 

5. To create an animated 
skull which will react like a 
human patient so students 
can gain experience. "The 
skull," said Harold, "will be 
able to produce. a saliva-like 
liquid and will be activated 
so the jaws will close and be 
very hard to open. It will 
also have a moving tongue, 
but we are still working on 
the plans." 

Harold lives in Los Angeles 
with his father, an optom- 
etrist who had dental train- 
ing, his mother, and 10-ycar- 
old sister. 

Harold became interested 
in dental electronics through 
his father and a relative otr 
the faculty of the University 
of Illinois College of Dentist- 
ly with whom he is living 
for the summer. 

His. interest in electronics 
ranges from FM stations to 
outer space. He is currently 
building a weather satellite 
for recording temperatures 
in outer space and the United 
Stales government is inter- 
ested in the possibility of 
launching, it.
